ERROR CAUSES FLURRY. 
An error in the printing of the Sen- 
ate bill caused a little flurry today 
when it was disovered that the State 
Printing Office had sent back copies 
of the measure with the omission of 
three important words that appeared 
in the original bill as introduced by 
Senator Walker. 
This little slip, unintentional, so far 
as any one could determine, would 
have a vital effect on the bill as 
framed, omitting as it did a full de- 
scription of the places at which pools 
might be sold or bets made. 
It was discovered immediately, but 
as quickly was explained by the print- 
ing office as a typographical mistake, 
which it might readily have been. 
The discovery of the error. however, 
affords an example of the jealous 
care the enemies of race-track gam- 
bling are exercising in their effort to 
put through an effective measure. 
It is believed now that the highly 
moral Committee on Public Morals in 
the Assembly will report back 
promptly and favorably the companion 
bill of Senator Walker, introduced in 
the lower house by Assemblyman Otis 
of Alameda county. It is a (fore- 
gone conclusion that a majority of the 
Assembly will vote in favor of the 
committee report, then the entire mat- 
ter will go up to the Senate.

republics, Brazil and Argentina. Jeal- 
ousy of long standing and some seri- 
ous causes of friction eave the way 
open for a desperate struggle arising 
from any one of several! pretexts, 

It is deemed probabie here that i[f 
war comes between the two nations 
it will come in this way: Uruguay 
has several disputes with the Argen- 
tme government, the principal one be- 
ing over the question of the. ‘romtier. 
Another is a recent feint attack on 
the Uruguayan coast and an accom- 
panying bombardment during Argen- 
tine naval maneuvers. No country 
could allow such a thing without pro- 
test. But what can little Uruguay do 
by” itself? 

If, however, powerful Brazil takes 
up its cause, which now seems not 
at all unlikely, the situation will be 
very different. Chile and Brazil are 
such close friends nowadays that even 
if the former 4@id not join Im @ War 


enemies of this republic. 

Another pretext for war might be 
given by the frontier question along 
the Pilcomayo which disturbs the re- 
lations between Argentina and Para- 
guay. Already Brazil has taken a 
hand in this matter, thus producing 
friction with its great rival. It is 
commonly belleved tn South America 
that Argentina long ago would have 
annexed Paraguay if it did not fear 
the anger of Brazil. 

Brazil's first Dreadnaught has been 
launched and a few months hence an- 
other and still another will slide from 
the ways. One such monster is capa- 
ble of fighting successfully the entire 
Argentine navy. In the event of war 
with Brazil] and Uruguay, Argentina 
could act only on the defensive, as tie 
hostie allied nations could easily close 
the mouth of the La Plata and the rest 
of the hostile warships would be free 
to attack Bahia, where the Argentina 
arsenals are.

It was 
valued at $150,000, and the loss will be 
a large part of that sum. 
At Oroville, a hundred feet of the 
approach to the Northern Electric Rail- 
road bridge over Feather River, went 
out this afternoon, stopping traffic to 
that city. The Feather and Yuba are 
raging torrents, and the latter piled 
drift on the county and Northern Elec- 
tric bridges at Marysville, threaten- 
ing destruction. Flectric locomotives 
were used to drag the drift away. Wa- 
ter flows over the tracks below Marys- 
ville, and the Oroville line is again 
inundated above Marysville.

ENEMIES TO 
CHAMBERLAIN. 


National Republicans Take 
Hand in Fight. 
Hitchcock’s Representative Is 
at Portland. 
Every Possible Force Used to 
Defeat Governor.

PORTLAND, Jan. 14.—The_ contro-

FATAL FIRE. 


OTEL BURNS; 
ONE DEAD, MANY HURT. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


|OPEKA (Kan.) Jan. 14.—With 

‘walls blackened by smoke, bulg- 

‘ine to the danger-point and 
_ threatening to cave in at any time on 
an interior of utter ruin, all that re- 
mains of the Copeland Hotel, the ral- 
lying point of the Republican party of 
Kansas for years, is a mere hulk: of a 
building. 

The bedy of I. E. Lambert, ex- 
United States District Attorney for 
Kansas, was found in the ruins to- 
night ...th the head, arms and legs 
burned off. The body was found in 
the northeast corner of the building. 
Lambert's room was on the fourth 
floor directly above. 

Fourteen of the guests were more or 
less seriously hurt.

HOTEL TOTAL LOSS. 

The hotel was a four-story brick 
structure and was owned by J. C. Gor- 
don. It was totally destroyed. The 
loss is estimated at $100,000; insurance 
about $45,000. 

The origin of the fire is thought te 
have been a defective electric light 
wire in the storeroom. 

There were 150 guests in the hotel 
when the fire broke out. The hotel 
was situated one block from the State 
Capitol, and was one of the oldest 
hotels in Kansas. It had a roomy 
lobby and wide hallways, and was 
plentifully supplied with fire escapes. 

The main stairway, however, wes 
around the elevator, and the 


fire started shortly after 4 o'cloc 

The flames had gained great head- 
way when discovered, and when the 
fire apparatus arrived the rear stair- 
way had been cut off as a medgns of 


escape. 

Henry Wells, the colored porter, was 
first to learn of the fire. A moment 
later William Jenkins, the night 
warehman, and Wells began a system-

atic trip through the house, waking 
the guests. 

Men. women and children, scantily 
clad, were soon crowding the upper 
halls. About half of the 150 guests 
managed to get to the lower floor and 
out through the front and side doors 
before the stairway was cut off. Half 
a dozen were forced to jump from 
windows, while others were rescued 
by firemen from windows, from tops of 
adjoining bulldings, to which they had 
jumped, and from the fire-escape 
landings. 

But few of the guests had time to 
collect their personal belongings, and 
most of the guests got out of the 
building only in their night clothes. 
The ground was covered with snow, 
and the refugees tramped barefooted 
and scantily clad to the Y.M.C.A. 
building, and near-by 4d stores, 
where the injured were ca for. 

Within an hour after the fire started 
the hotel was a mass of ruins, only the 
walls remaining. 

There were many thrilling escapes. 
A. W. Smith of McPherson, former de- 

rtment commander of the G.A.R. for 

ansas, and once a candidate for Gov- 
ernor on the Republican ticket, and H. 
W. Rowland, also of McPherson, were 
sleeping in a room on the fourth floor. 
The two made a ladder of their bed

Falls Exhausted After Answering 
Gunshot Signal—He Found a Can 
of Coffee Beans With Which He 
Had Managed to Keep Himeelf 
Alive—Wife Over joyed. 


D. V. A. Wiliams, the last mem- 


found alive on the desert near Leaches 
Point early yesterday .morning. He 
had fallen from exhaustion and would 
hot have survived the night. His 
condition is pitiful, but he stated that 
at no time during his wanderings on 
the desert did he become delirious. 
When found Williams was sitting 
on the sands with a can of coffee 
beans in his hand. He had used these 
from time to time to conserve his 
failing strength. He had almost 
reached Johannesburg, when he was 
obliged to gie up. He had lain down 


to die. 
Realizing that he was absolutely 
lost, Williams wandered about the 


lonely Death Valley sands with the 
prospect of almost certain death fac- 
ing him. He spent a terrible night 
alone on the desert, and did not sleep 
because of the cold. 

The finding of Williams was dra- 


matic. The rescuers were = * 
Burcham, Albert Burcham, M. Mc- 
Comber and W. H. Flannigan. They 
found the lost man's trail early 


Wednesday evening and followed it 
for several hours. At midnight, when 
nearing Leaches Point, they heard a 
single gunshot. They had been firing 
signals at three-minute intervals, and 
this was the first response. In a few 
minutes they found Williams, and he 
was s0 overjoye that he almost 
fainted. The half-famished man was 
given water and food, and was car- 
ried in the big automobile which 
Burcham drove, to Johannesburg, 
where he was joined by his wife laat 
night.

BILL TO PREVENT EXPLOSION. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 14.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Thousands of gutomobile 
owners throughout the State are sup- 
posed to be interested in the bilj in- 
troduced today by Assemblyman Fia- 
velle of Ontario, which calis for a high 
standard of gasoline. Other thousands 
who use kerosene and gasoline for 
fuel and lighting purposes probably 
have a similar interest. 
Flavelie’s bill demands that no re- 
fined petroleum, kerosene, gasoline, 
benzole, naptha or any other burning 
fluld be sold or offered for sale under 
a test of 115 degrees Fahrenheit; that 
gasoline shall not be of less than 68 
specific gravity and kerosene not un- 
Ger what is termed 115 fire flash. 
Inspection is provided for all such 
fluids with a stamp of approval for all 
that passes the test and condemna- 
tion for all that does not. The Gover- 
nor is empowered by the bill to ap- 
point a State inspector at a salary of 
$2400 a year, who shal] have such dep- 
uties as may be required. A scale of 
charges is fixed for all inspections and 
penalties are provided for infractions 
of the law. 
Fiavelle declares that olls of low 
grade, dangerous to use and more ex- 
pensive in the long run, are sold with- 
out restraint in California. He says 
that most of the explosions of gasoline 
stoves are due to the inferior quality 
of the burning fluid. His bill aims to

According to the rain 
gauge at the Wishen powerhouse in 
the mountains above Porterville, | 15.20 
inches of rain has fallen in the last 
forty-eight hours. The town of Orosi 
is entirely submerged by about a foot 
of water. 
STOCKTON SAFE FOR NIGHT. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
STOCKTON, Jan. 14.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The indications at 9:30 to- 
inght are that Stockton will not be 
damaged to any great extent by high 
water unless there should be another 
heavy rainfall in the next few hours. 
There is some back water in the low 
western part of the city, and Mormon 
Channel left its banks east of Cali- 
fornia street and coveredseveral streets 
while that stream was at the highest 
point. The low part of the City Home- 
stead addition has from a foot to three 
feet of water over it. 
Electric cars were unable to pass 
over the Mormon Channel bridge this 
afternoon and evening, as there was

Emma Goldman, Ben Reitman and 
William Buwaida in Jail at 
San Francisco.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 14.—Emma 

Goldman, the notorious anarchist, and 

Ben L. Reitman, who is widely known 

as the “king of the hobos,” were ar- 

rested tonight as they were about to

had previously announced,

charges of “conspiracy to rout.” 

“Rout” is defined by the State stat- 
utes as the assembly of two or more 
persons at a meeting where measures 
are advocated, whic if carried out, 
would lead to riot. The police acted 
on the theory that each of the meet- 
ings announced constituted such a 
conspiracy, and bail was fixed at $1000 
cash or $2000 bond on each count. Ball 
has not been found at a jate hour to- 
night.

The star witness for the jobbers’ as- 


sociation Is Fred P. Gregson, ite traf- 
fic manager. and for twenty-five years 
a railroad man. He qualified as an 
“expert rate man” and was on the 
stand most of the day. Mr. Gregson 
has been ill and his testimony was 
taken at intervals. He went deep into 
rate making and switching to show 
that in the days of sharp competition 
no ewitching charge was imposed tn 
Los Angeles, and that not until a pool 
was made between the Southern Pa- 
eific and the Santa Fé was such a 
charge adherred to. 

He said the switching charge varied, 
and whether or not the charge was 
assessed depended upon the bargain- 
ine qualities of the consigs@e. The 
first LC.cC. tariff, according to Mr. 
Gregson. was tesued in 1992, but prior. 
to the Hepburn Act of 1906, they were

For seven years the railway investi- 
gated, through experts, some of these

ENTRYMEN MAY REST EASY. 


Will not Be Disturbed in Their Hold- 
ings of Double Assignments 
of Desert Land. 


Commissioner Fred Dennett of the 
General Tand Office at Washington 
has sustained Gen. Prescott. register 
of the local office, in a ruling in re- 
gard to double assignments of desert 
land entries. As several such cases 
have recently came up in the local 
office, the fina! decision is regarded im- 
portant. Entrymen who. took one or 
more assignments prior to March 28, 
1908, will be protected in their rights, 
although the present law does not al- 
low this course. 

The commissioner in the spring of 
1908 rejected double assignments on 
the ground that the law did not per- 
mit them. although the entryman did 
not acquire altogeth¢r more than 320 
acres, the amount of land that can 
be filed on by one person. Later he 
ruled that all such assignments made 
prior to March 28, 1908, be allowed, if 
the total holding did not exceed 2340 
acres. -

HIS IS RANK SOCIALISM. 

Six years ago the British Parliament passed 
the Wyndham act providing for the sale of real 
property in the Green Isle whenever the tenants and 


the tenants at a very low rate of interest and re- 
payable in a period of fifty years, to finance this 


undertaking. 

Now comes Mr. Birrell with a proposed’ amend- 
ment to the Wyndham Land Act for Ireland. As 
the London papers inform us, this contemplates a 
process by which landlords unwilling to sell at all 
or unwilling to set a price acceptable to the tenants 
shall be summarily compelled, not only to sell, but 
to sell at a price satisfactory to the buyers or to 
some government commission sure to side with the 
tenants in most all cases and against the landlord. 

It must be confessed that tenure of lands in Ire- 
land is somewhat peculiar. Under the old Celtic 
civilization, dating back a couple of thousand years, 
the landlord and the tenant of today were tenants 
in common. The public domain was, in a way, all 
public property, and those who tilled the soil had, in 
a way, an inalienable right to their holdings, al- 
though persons over them collected rentals for the 
use of the land. Under the Celtic civilization, gov- 
ernment was very generally a theocracy, and pretty 
rearly everything in the way of government, indus- 
tries and property was a monopoly in the hands of 
the Druid priesthood. 

Under the Saxon form of civilization, which came 
into existence in Ireland only as late as the time 
of Richard II, and did not extend generally over 
the island until centuries later, not being entirely 
completed until the time of Oliver Cromwell, the 
landlord obtained title to the land in fee simple 
and the peasant became a mere tenant. The Celtic 
peasantry to this day have not become reconciled 
to this change. The old idea persists. As a mat- 


ter of fact, there are tenant farmers on Irish lands 


today .whose possession through their ancestors 
reaches back for centuries. All the improvements 
put upon lands have been by these tenants, and it 
is not unnatural that they should rebel against 
raising the rents in proportion to the improvements 
put upon the farms by their own toil. | 

Recognizing this complicated and uncomfortable 
condition of affairs in Ireland, the English govern- 
ment, after years of: struggling with the question, 
finally passed the Wyndham Land Act in 1903. 
Generally the Irish people have been tolerably well 
satisfied with this Wyndham law. If funds could 
be provided to finance the transfer of the property 
from the landlord as fast as an agreement is 
reached between him and the tenants, there. would 
probably be very little friction. 

We have tried to set forth fairly the conditions 
under which this conflict has gone on for ages, but 
however clear the view we may have of the whole 
subject in dispute, certainly it must be recoghized 
that after from 800 to 1000 years of English domi- 
nation in the island the landlords must have ac- 
quired a valid title in fee simple. Mr. Birrell’s 
act is in the nature of Socialism. In this country 
no such attempt at dispossessing owners of prop- 
erty would be tolerated for a moment. The prin- 
ciple of vested rights is too firmly rooted in our 
modern civilization to allow any disturbance of this 
principle. With us the owner of real estate cannot 
be compelled to set any price upon it or to offer it 
for sale in any way contrary to his own wishes and 
judgment, excepting under the law of eminent do- 
main. If it can be shown that any ‘piece of property 
is necessary for the general public weal, then we 
have constitutional means of assessing its value 
and compelling its sale by the owner to the public. 
But we have no law recognized among us by which 
an individual could be compelled to cut up his real 
estate holdings and put them on the market to be 
bought by other individuals at any price. It would 
be regarded here as outright Socialism, nor can it 
be regarded in any other light in the case of the 
Irish lands. 

The Asquith government is, as it must be, openly 
hostile to the Birrell bill, and this necessary hostil- 
ity may throw the Irish vote over to the Conserva- 
tives, and, with other influences, overthrow the 
Liberal government and bring the Conservatives 
back into power. 

Senator Carter’s postal bank bil! in Congress 
will prevent any individual from depositing more 
than $200 during one month. This will prove a 
great disappointment to a large number of news- 
paper men who had determined to patronize the 
postal banks quite extravagantly.

The fight will open between Servia 
and Austria. Where will it stop? ' 

The seizure of Bosnia and Herzegovina by Aus- 
tria hems in Servia. These provinces were filched 
from Turkey, and the Porte was offered a money 
salve to heal the wound. / 

The situation is full of interest. To a casual ob- 
server it might seem as if the triple alliance would 
prove of value to Austria. That coalition is dead. 
In that part of Austria wn to the Italians as 
Italia Irredenta, the ling against Austria is 
manifested almost daily. Italians all over the pen- 
insula sympathize with their countrymen still 
under Austrian rule. That feeling would nullify 
any effect of the triple alliance that might exist. 
Not only Italy, but Austria and Germany real- 
ize that the old Dreibund is history now. 


Turkey jlooks for an opportunity to wreak ven- 
geance on Roumania if a war breaks out. This 
will appeal directly to Russia. If the Czar tries 
to sit by and see the Slav population trodden under 
the feet of the Turk, there will be a general upris- 
ing in Russia. The big, distracted empire is as ripe 
for revolt as France in the days of Louis XVI. The 
Russians are poor and have no arms. The Parisians 
were in the same plight when they assaulted the 
Bastile with bare hands.

Great office buildings were put 
up there costing one to several millions each, and 
apartments costing tens to hundreds of thousands.

Except San Francisco, Portland leads Coast 
cities, with 10,219 buildings, ich cost nearly 
$20,000,000, following the previous year with fewer 
buildings but a cost of nearly $19,000,000. Seattle 
lags just behind Portland, with 13,571 new struc- 
tures, which cost $13,777,329. This record is not 
substantially different from the previous year. The. 
average is about $1000 per structure. Denver 
shows an increase for 1908 over 1907 of 61 per 
cent. The two years combined do not match the 
two years of Los Angeles, the record for the mown- 
tain city being $16,250,000, and for Les Angeles 
over $23,000,000. At Salt Lake City the increase 
was by far the largest in the list in percentage, be- 
ing 118 per cent. Our average for the two years 
was more than the whcle two years in the Mormon 
metropolis. 

This analysis indicates that we have been duly 
cautious. Rental agencies say there are a good 
many vacant houses in this city, but not over 1000 
well fitted for occupation. Hundreds of the va- 
cancies are “shacks.” There are more vacant flats 
here than other forms of empty habitation. Modern 
cottages of five or six rooms are scarce. Good 
apartments are well patronized. The flats now va- 
cant are those heretofore occupied by families who 
have sought cottage homes out on the edge of the 
city, or in the suburbs. Hundreds are buying 
houses of this class on installment payments.

Baby's Belongings. 

I was gazing in the window of a 
shop largely given over to baby be- 
longings yesterday and beheld there 
one of the newest baby baskets which 
might almost be called a bureau, con- 
sisting as it did, of a series of square 
baskets, placed one on top of the 
other and hinged at alternate sides.

It 
is important that the air mixers of the 
gas stove be kept clean, for if they 
are clogged with bits of food or dust 
the fresh air cannot mingle freely 
with tre gas and tne light and heat 
will not be good.

Mr. Page's estimate of $300.000,000 
valuation for the fourth decade was 
too high.

DOUBTS TUBERCULOSIS CURES. 


Secretary Foster of State Board of 
Health Finds Most of Them 
Unreliable. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 14. — [Exclu- 
sixe Dispatch.}] Dr. N. K. Foster, see- 
retary of the State Board of Health, 
ridicules the theory of a specialist 
from Jefferson Medical College, quoted 
in Chicego dispatches, that the blood 
of pigs fnjected into the veins of hu- 
man patients is a cure of tuberculosis. 
He disputes this theory on the ground 
that swine live in and eat filth con- 
ducive to disease, and therefore can- 
not be productive of health to other 
animal life, in the manner suggested 

by the Chicago specialist. 

Dr. Foster said today that while 
many learned doctors have professed 
to discover cures for tuberculosis and 
were sincere in their belief, he gives 
little credence to them, while many are 
rank fakes. Care should be used in 
purchasing alleged remedies. 

For the reeson that he is called upon 
by many promoters of medical enter- 
prises for his recommendation, some of 
which are not reliable, he declines to 
recommend any. Recently widely- 
heralded discoveries of cures for tuber- 
culosis have failed to impress him..

SIBYL MARSTON SAFE UNLESS 
NORTHWESTER COMES. 


Marine Underwriters’ Representa- 
tive at Surf—Part of Lumber Cargo 
on Beach—While Storm Howls Off 
Santa Barbara, Wind Blows Mile 
an Hour in City. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 14.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Capt. Pilisbury, rep- 
resenting the marine underwriters of 
San Francised, arrived at Surf, this 
afternoon, and took charge of the 
stranded steam lumber schooner, Sibyl 
Marston, which grounded Tuesday 
night.
